Tsohontaridis Awaits 
Word On Relatives 



The adage "No news is 
good news" is keeping George 
Fox College Chaplain and 
soccer coach Tim 
Tsohantaridis calm this week. 

A native of Greece, 
Tsohantaridis is still awaiting 
word from his family 
following the sept. 13 
earthquake that damaged 
many cities near his 
hometown. 

"I'm optimistic," 
Tsohantaridis said. If it was 
bad news they would have got 
to me anyway." 

He said he is assuming his 
relatives are safe or unharmed 
because news media 
representatives have been 
allowed in the area near 
Smirnia where they live. For 
the time being news 
representives are not allowed 
in areas that have been heavily 
damaged. 

Tsohantaridis, who 
immigrated to the United 
States with his family at the 
age of 14, said he is worried 
about his mother's sister, her 
husband and children. He last 
saw them two years ago when 
he visited his homeland which 
is southwest of Athens. 

Special prayers were 
requested for the safety of the 
relatives dealing with the 
situation . 



Tsohantaridis, who is 
known on campus as Chaplain 
Tim, was born the son of a 
Greek evangelical Christian 
family in the village Katerini. 
He later moved to 
Thessaloniki, Greece, where 
he attended middle school. 
While attending fourth to 
seventh grades, he worked 
fulltime, 8 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. 
in a store. He went to school 
from 7 p.m. to midnight. 

In the United States, 
Tsohantaridis attended 
Barrington College, Rhode 
Island, receiving a bachelor of 
arts degree. He also earned a 
master's degree in pastoral 
ministries from Ashland 
Theological seminary. 

He came to George Fox a 
year ago from North 
Ridgeville, Ohio, where he 
was a pastor and church 
planter with the Evangelical 

Friends Church—Eastern 
Region. 

This fall Tsohantaridis 
was named coach for the GFC 
soccer Bruins. He previously 
coached at Barrington College 
and at the high school level. 
He was a member of the New 
England team of the North 
American Soccer League for 
a brief time in 1977. He left 
soccer to attend seminary 
school. 



currently in post-graduate 
work. He was student 
chaplain his senior year. 

Smith majored in social 
work and psychology. 

Christian Life Week at 
George Fox is held each fall, 
with GFC Chaplain Tim 
Tsohantaridis in charge.

Jean Thomas who is 
actively involved in assisting 
residents of the troubled 
island nation of Haiti, will talk 
about his efforts this 
Wednesday, Oct. 1 at George 
Fox College. 

Thomas, director of the 
Haiti Christian Development 
Fund, will speak at 1 1 a.m. in 
the college's William and 
Mary Bauman auditorium. It 
is open to the public without 
charge. 

Thomas' visit will bring a 
reunion for some. Last spring 
a group of George Fox 
College students spent 1 1 days 
in Haiti helping with a project 



Thomas directed in the 
mountain village of 
Fond-des-balanc. 

Thomas, a native of Haiti, 
was educated in the United 
States and received his 
training at the Voice of 
Calvary Ministries where he 
was assistant director to 
founder John Perkins. He met 
his wife, Joy Treharne, a 1975 
George Fox graduate in 
psychology-sociology, while 
both were with that 
organization. 

Thomas has been in his 
current position for four 
years. Projects of the Haiti 
Christian Development Fund 



included raising of animals? 
improvement of water 
supplies and the planting of 
trees to develop a cottage 
industry of charcoal making 
while at the same time 
conserving fragile Haitian 
soil. 

Haiti gained international 
headlines last spring with the 
resignation and flight of 
President for Life Jean Claude 
Duvalier. National unrest and 
fears of violence interrupted 
flights between the United 
States and Haiti, delaying the 
George Fox group and 
resulting in national media 
coverage. 



Professors Recieve Tenure 



Two GFC professors have 
been advanced in academic 
rank and another awarded 
tenure in changes approved by 
the college's Board of 
Trustees. 

Given tenure, the grant of 
a position on a permanent 
basis after specific 
requirements have been met, 
is Paul H. Chamberlain. 
Chamberlain is chairman of 
the GFC Natural Science 
Division. A faculty member 
since 1977, Chamberlain is 
associate professor of 
chemistry having recieved a 
doctorate in organic 
chamistry from the 
University of Reno where he 
was an assistant professor 
before coming to Fox. 

Given full professor rank 
is Henry (Hank) Helsabeck. A 
faculty member since 1978, 
Helsabeck was named the head 
of the college's new computer 



and information science 
major program in 1984 and 
was awarded tenure the same 
year. Helsabeck has a 
doctorate from the University 
of Missouri and taught on the 
college level for eight years 
prior to coming to Fox. 



Advanced from assistant 
to associate professor of 
economics is Thomas F. Head, 
a GFC faculty member since 
1971. Currently Head is on a 
sabbatical leave for reseach 
and writing on the theme 
"Economics of the Family".

Dr. Glenn Moran, GFC 
Director of Education, 
resigned this summer in order 
to accept the position of 
Principal at Wilsonville 
Grade School. 

Dr. Moran's resignation 
came as a surprise for students 
who signed up for his classes. 

The Crescent was unable 
to learn the exact reason for 
Moran's resignation. 

Administration officials 
refused to state why Dr. 
Moran resigned saying that it 
was a> "sensitive issue." 

According to several 



sources who requested 
anonymity, Dr. Moran left 
for the challenge of a new 
experience as well as an 
increase in pay. 

Dr. Moran, a 7-year 
veteran of GFC, also taught 
mathematics and classroom 
management classes. 

Pat Landis has been named 
Acting Director of Education 
in Moran's place. John 
Johnson is teaching Moran's 
mathematics classes. Dennis 
Mills has taken over the 
classroom management class.

A Quiet Undertow 



So how is the battle going? 
Many of you have spoken with 
me concerning the letter I sent 
out to all the new and 
returning students the first 
week of school. In it, I made 
the comment that we are 
experiencing a broken 
community here at Fox, as 
opposed to the vital, exciting 
community spoken of in the 
Bible. That must have struck 
a nerve with a lot of people 
who were equally dissatisfied 
with the atmospl ere here, and 
also frustrated with the 
biblical suggestion that it 
could be any different, 
because several of you have 
gotten in touch with me about 
it. For those of you who 
didn't get the letter for some 
reason, or trashed it before 
reading it, I addressed the fact 
that GFC is not a loving and 
supportive community, but 
tends to be a community 
where we present false fronts 
of "everything is just fine," 
rather than sharing our hurts 
and failures and finding 
healing in the loving 
acceptance and forgiveness of 
people who are jusi like u$. If 
any of you would like to see 
that letter, I have a couple 
copies left in my office. 

Well this is an update on 
that letter because so many of 
you are asking "What can I 
do? Where can I plug into a 
program? Is there somethiing 
that can be started?" 

Too often we look to 
programs, begun by someone 
other than ourselves, as 



providing the quick solution 
to our problems. If there is an 
empty spot here, start a 
program to fill it. If we need 
more money, start a campaign 
to raise it. If we are 
spiritually dry, start a Bible 
study to fix it. We are always 
looking for a new program, a 
new wave of activity that will 
meet our needs. And yet it 
never lasts, programs come 
and go like fads with no 
lasting effect. And now 
people are looking for a 
program to renovate our 
broken comunity, making it 
something new and shiny. 
Weil, I'm not going to offer 
you one because I don't think 
we need another program. 
What we need is something 
totally different. 

Programs too often go the 
way of the biblical seed that 
was planted in the shallow 
soil. They grow quickly and 
flourish in the excitement of a 
new activity, but they soon hit 
the gravel below the soil and 
wither. Programs die out 
without a harvest to show for 
all the work. So we need a 
movement, a quiet undertow 
comprised of people who are 
making personal 
commitments to themselves 
and to God. Movements have 
iecp roots and won't 
shallow-out. We need a group 
of people not to join a 
program, but who will 
commit their hearts to being 
made new from the inside out. 
We need people, even just one 
or two, who will commit 



themselves to taking that first 
step out of their comfort zone 
and sharing the reality of their 
struggle in Christ, or even just 
their struggle in life. As I 
mentioned in my first letter, it 
is always terrifying to take 
that first step towards 
vulnerability, especially if 
you think you are die only one 
doing it. But, the wonderful 
part of it is that once you 
begin, you discover countless 
other people who are jur* like 
you and were just waiting for 
someone else to begin the 
process. 

So my response to all of 
you who are asking me what 
to do, is to make it a personal 
commitment, not a public 
committee. Make it real in 
your own life, lake those 
steps of vulnerability and 
share who you are. Be strong 
and courageous. Lets start an 
undertow, a quiet movement 
of individuals who are 
committed to serving Christ 
above all else, and who will be 
real in that committment. 
Those who you think might 
scoff or hesitant will be 
impressed and interested, and 
you will have the opportunity 
to bring them into the reality 
of a loving community, 
bonded in the freedom of 
vulnerability and care. Feel 
free to begin your 
involvement in my office, I've 
had a great time sharing with 
people and building 
community with those who 
have stopped in. I hope to see 
you. Bruce Bishop

The George Fox Soccer 
team opened their 1986 season 
Saturday with a 6-1 pounding 
of Multnomah School of the 
Bible.
